- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' attorney discussed the rejected claims and why he 
believes the claims are allowable. Applicants' attorney suggested amending claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of 
claim 6. The Examiner respectfully disagreed that this amendment would overcome the prior art, especially not the 
prior art disclosures of Fassberg. Applicants' attorney argued that there is no indefinite issue concerning the limitation 
in claim 21 and claims dependent therefrom reading, "...free of a bulking agent" because Applicants' have identified 
HFA 227 as a propellant. Applicants' definition of a bulking agent as set forth on pages 6-7 of Applicants' specification 
states, "a carrier and/or bulking agent is an inert substance in which or on to which the active drug ingredient(s) and 
excipient(s) if present are dispersed". Applicants' definition of a bulking agent reads on the HFA 227 propellant, 
because the claimed compositions are suspensions. Suspensions are a kind of dispersion and the HFA 227 propellant 
is an inert substance in which the active agent and surfactant (i.e. an excipient) are dispersed.. The Examiner and Mr. 
Jacobsen agreed that they were at an impasse regarding the pending claims and the issues in the instant application.
